Several possible images similar to 
the alleged UFO were examinsd without result excepts that on three occasions, these 
traces appear to go through telephones wires, further, if as stated, the object 
was moving it should have produced more than one image as show, assuming that the 
photography was time exposed. Ths lack of camera data in addition to the facts 
previously outlined lend credence to the PORELSALA CY that the photography examinsd 
is double-exposed. A definite determination as to whether or not the object is a 
star could not be made; however, the probability of such being the case is strong 
in view of its similarity with other objects in the photograph.
